EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Prior Art does not disclose applicant's "electrical outlet box" particularly 
characterized by "multiplicity of terminal blocks for establishing electrical connection 
between electrical device conductors and cable conductors, the blocks being positioned 
within the outlet box and each block carries thereon first and second receiving apertures 
for acceptance of cable and electrical device conductors; each terminal block also 
bearing upon its exterior surface at least one releasing means associated with the first 
and second receiving apertures for selective release and disconnection of cable and 
electrical device conductors, wherein the releasing means adapted for manual 
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insertion of a depression tool into the terminal block to allow manual removal of cable 
and electrical device conductors".
